Dad  Waite  is  with  us  no  more.  He  left  us  Saturday  morning,  March  11.  Three  days 
prior  to  his  death,  Dad  suffered  a severe  stroke  from  which  he  did  not  regain 
consciousness.  He  passed  away  with  no  apparent  pain,  after  eighty-seven  years 
of  victorious  living,  most  of  which  were  spent  in  the  service  of  youth,  making 
straight  for  them  The  Way.
